alone of the acute cases with open 
sores capable of Infecting others, but 
of the thousands of bright eyed, rosy 
cheeked 
individuals 
walking 
the 


streets today, apparently well and 
healthy, innocently going about their 
daily tasks with no knowledge of the 
destruction going on within their 
bodies caused by the germ of the dis- 
ease. 


"What li the history of the dis- 


ease?" Ur. Sanford was asked. 


He rcplietl the most commonly ac- 


cepted 
view

that it Is a very 


ancient disease which has existed 
since the dawn of history. 
In sup- 


port of this theory »*• the early 
Egyptian and Assyrian Inscriptions, 
as well as the bony changes found In 
mummies. 
Chinese legends contain 


direct reference to this disease more 
than twenty 
centuries 
before tbe 


Christian era. 


Even as widespread and as long 


standing ns ihls disease Is, wo might 
virtually stamp It out were it not 
lor the fact 
that 
the disease has 


been accepted as tbe offspring of In- 
iquity. 
Even some 
physicians de- 


clined to treat it because of Ita moral 
Implications. The employer prompt- 
ly Hicks out into the street the em- 
ploye whose 
positive 
blood makes 


aim undesirable as obviously im- 
moral or disgustingly diseased.
